. Muſitanus is far more exact- in oh 
ſerving the different Cauſes of a Swel- 
ling of the Tefticles ; but as he could 
not diſcover by what means theſe 
Cauſes produced their Effect, neither 
could he draw the Method of Cure 
directly from the different Circumſtan- 
ces of this Swelling.

Hence it is that diuretick Medicines

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Though nothing in Phyſick is more 
certain than what I, have ſaid about 
the improper uſe of aſtringent Medi- 
cines, yet it plainly overturns all the 
Maxims and Rules whereby Phyſici- 
ans conduct their practice of a Gnor- 
rhea. For ſay they, the Matter grows 
thicker, it ropes, and the running will 
be quickly at an end; but aſter long 
and vain expectations they find they 
ſtick at this thicker quantity, or they 
puſh it on to a troubleſome Gleet they 
ſeldom or never can cure. All which 
misfortune proceeds from their not be- 
ing able to judge of the ſtate of the 
natural thickneſs to which their aſtrin- 
gent and balſamick Medicines muſt be 
adjuſted. In this conſiſts all the Skill 
of the Practice of a Gonorrbea, and 
every Phyſician who is acquainted 
with this Doctrine cannot fail of ad- 
juſting his Medicines to any particular
